DEPTH OF FERTILIZER IN 
FIELD AND GARDEN 


The correct placement of fertiliz- 

ers is of primary importance to far- 
mers. Experiments show that fer- 
tilizers should be placed at about 
the same depth or slightly ‘peluw the 
feeding root, so as to permit the 
latter to reach the plant-food easily 
and quickly. The best results with 
grain crop is obtained’ when the 
has a_ fertilizer attachment 
which sows the fertilizer directly 
with the grain at the same depth 
The planter for potatoes shou'd be 
designed to place the fertilizer in a 
‘band 2 to 4 inches away 
from each side of the sets and on 
the same level or slightly below the 
sets, . 
For garden crops the fertilizer 
should be placed in a narrogy band 
on each side and 2 to 4 inches away 
from the plants, or when the plants 
will come up im ‘the row, and about 
the depth of the feeding roots (which 
means 2 to 3 inches). Grain drills 
and potato planters with _ siitabie 
fertilizer attachments for placing the 
fentilizer as described’ above have 
been ‘available for a number of 
years, and there is now a hand imple- 
ment on the market for fertilizing 
garden crops in the approved ‘iband- 
way.” 


ORIGIN OF CONTROL OF 
SMUT IN WHEAT 


The discovery of ’ seed treatment 
for the control of smut originated in 
a marine: disaster. Towards the end 
of the seventeenth century a wheat- 
laden vessel was wrecked on the 
west coast of England near Bristol.

New Déal measure. Nothing which 
the President hag said or e has 
éver raised such ¢oniroversy. 

While his message to ‘Congress 
contained recommendations for 
many needed reforms in the pro¢ed- 
ure of the Federal Courts in general, 
these are ‘almost lost sight of in 
the discussions of iis major request 
and upon which members of hig own 

| party, are still, sharply divided. 


In brief, the President’s proposal 
is that whenever any Federal judge, 
having served ten years, upon reach- 
ing. seventy, the age of permissive 
retirement, fails to retire, the Presi- 
dent may appoint an additional judge 
to sit in that court, and as many 

| as six such additional judges to the 
Supreme Court. 
| That this proposal has its basis 
in thé refusal of the Supreme Court 
to uphold - the constitutionality of 
many New Deal statutes is generally 
accepted here. In his message the 
President expressed the view ‘that 
ape older judges are out of step with 

e times. “New facts become blurr- 
ed through old glasses fitted, as it 
were, for the needs of another gen- 
eration,” he said. 

Court Retirement Age 

Of course, if amy Supreme, Court 
Justice now past seventy should re- 
tire now on fullpay for life, the 
President would need no. further 
authority than the already has to ap- 
point his successor. 

Four consistent opponents of admin- 
istration legislation are among the 
six Supreme Count members who 
could retire at full pay now. They 
are: Van Devanter 77, Republican; 
McReynolds, 75, Democrat; Suther 
land, 74, Republican; Butler, 70, De- 
mocrat. Justice Brandeis, regarded 
as the most “liberal’’ member of the 
court, is also the oldest, being 80. 
Chief Justice Hughes is 74. 

Eleven of the Roosevelt Adminis- 
tration statutes have been declared 
unconstitutional by the Supreme 
Court. Five have ibeen sustained. The 
Court now has under consideration 
another vital New Deal law, tthe 
Wagner Labor Relations Act. 

The Court was unanimous in in- 
validating NRA, and divided 6 to 3 
on AAA. The Administration was 
upheld 5 to 3 in the gold devaluation 
cases, and lost by the same margin 
on the original Railway Pension Act 
and the Municipal Bankruptcy Act. 

The Court was unanimous in up- 
holding the tax on silver profits and 
the barring of prison-made goods 
from interstate shipments, The Gov- 
ernment’s position in the [TVA Act 
was upheld, 8 to 1 and the Chaco 
Arms Embargo Act by 7 to 1. Jus- 
tice Stone being absent. 

By 6 to 3 the Court declared un- 
constitutional the Guffey Soft Coal 
Act and the provision of the Se 
curities Commission Act under which 
that board claimed unlimited power 
of subpoena. Federal regulation of 
“hot oil’ shipments was invalidated 
8 to 1, and the Court was unanimous 
in holding that AAA processing 
taxes impounded in Federa] courts 
must be_refunded. The Court ruled 
that the President did not have the 
authority to dismiss a member of 
the Federal Trade Commission; also, 
that building and loan associations: 
cannot be required to take out Fed- 
eral charters when opposed by their 
state authorities. 

Law on Appointments 

While ithe chances of favorable ac- 
tion by Congress on the President's 
court proposal are still uncertain, 
the odds seem to be in its favor. 
Gossip is already picking candidates 
for places on the Supreme Court 
bench. 

If none of the present justices dies 
or retires there will be uo place for 
any of the present Senators and Re- 
presentatives known to have judicial 
ambitions. Under the Constitution no 
member of either House can be ap- 
pointed to any office created during 
the term for which he was elected. 

The proposed additional Justices 
would come under that heading, of 
new offices, which would debar Sena- 
tors Robinson and Wagner and Re- 
presentative Sumners of Texas, who 
have been regarded as likely candi- 
dates in case of vacancy. 

Aittorney --+ General Cummings, 
Chairman Landis of the S.E.C., Pro- 
fessor Felix Frankfurter of Harvard 
Law School, ‘Donald R. Richberg, 
former general counsel of the NRA, 
and Stanley Reed, Solicitor-General, 
are the names most frequently men- 
tioned.
